Green fitness area proposed for Grant Park space

The old skate park in Grant Park could get 
a makeover and be transformed into a green 
space for fitness. 

Near the corner of Columbus Drive and 
Balbo Avenue, the old skate park is no longer 
used since a $2.65 million skate park opened 
in 2014 at the south end of the park at Michi- 
gan Avenue and Roosevelt Road. 

The Grant Park Advisory Council and 
Grant Park Conservancy presented a pre- 
liminary plan on Wednesday to turn the 
36,0 00 -square-foot concrete space into what 
was called a “healthy lifestyle space” incorpo- 
rating elements of fitness as well as nutrition 
and healthy lifestyle education that would be 
free to the public. 

Although no renderings or designs were 
presented Wednesday discussion at the meet- 
ing focused on a grass-covered space in the 
middle of the site surrounded by a garden and 
some educational displays that would offer up 
advice on how to lead a healthy life. 

Before the plan would get the green light, 
there will be more public meetings, said Bob 


O’Neill, the conservancy’s president. The 
Chicago Park District would need to sign off 
on the plans for Grant Park, known as Chica- 
go’s front yard and home to Lollapalooza, the 
Taste of Chicago and NFL Draft Town. 

While no price tag was announced, O’Neill 
said he would look to sponsors and the park 
district to cover project costs including main- 
tenance. He envisioned the space as a city- 
wide attraction, much like the newer skate 
park. 

“We want people interacting from all over 
the city” O’Neill said. ‘A lot of people are 
fortunate enough to have a workout room in 
their building. The issue is we want them out- 
side and interacting and working out.” 

The initiative would go toward helping 
achieve the American Heart Association’s 
goal of improving cardiovascular health of 
Americans by 20 percent by 2020, moving 
away from a sedentary lifestyle and chipping 
away at the obesity rates, said Ross Arena, 
professor and head of physical therapy and 
interim head of kinesiology and nutrition in 
the College of Applied Health Sciences at the

CONSERVANCY 

University of Illinois at Chicago. 

The Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention estimates that more than 34.9 per- 
cent or 78.6 million of U.S. adults are obese. 

“We’re talking about creating a culture of 
movement for the population, for anyone 
so anyone can feel welcome doing it,” Arena 
said. “We’re not trying to think about a fitness 
center for a certain group of people. We’re 
trying to think about a movement space for 


everyone because we’re committed to the 
community” 

He suggested partnering with UIC stu- 
dents who are studying nutrition and physical 
therapy in the Applied Health Sciences cur- 
riculum to lead instruction at the space. 

Omari Jinaki, a South Loop resident and 
founder of the Grant Park Healthy Lifestyle 
Space Committee, said he visited a handful 
of Chicago parks that had outdoor exercise 
equipment but found them to be empty They 
were not educational or inviting, he said. 

“There’s a really good opportunity to create 
a more engaging, magnetic space that really 
attracts and involves the community,” he said. 

The new fitness space could include ele- 
ments of CrossFit, calisthenics, yoga and ob- 
stacle courses, he said. 

“There are parks here that allow people to 
work out outdoors, but they’re kind of stan- 
dard,” he said. “We’re really putting a lot of 
time into building something that is uniquely 
Chicago and is worldwide seen as an icon.”

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5 BEARS STORYLINES FOR THIS 
WEEK’S NFL SCOUTING COMBINE

The next stop on the busy offseason itinerary 

for Ryan Pace and John Fox: Indianapolis. 

The Bears general manager and coach and 
their staffs head there this week for the NFL 
scouting combine to advance the club’s agenda 
in their second season together. 

Pace and Fox also are scheduled to speak to 
media Wednesday for the first time since the 
day after the regular season. There’s a lot to 
catch up on as their plan to shape next season’s 
team is underway 

Here are five storylines to monitor: 

1 . Game off tag 

The Bears are expected to retain top wide re- 
ceiver Alshon Jeffery but it remains uncertain 
whether they will apply the franchise tag for a 
one-season hitch or agree to a new long-term 
contract. 

The Bears and Jeffery’s representatives will 
be in Indianapolis and could negotiate in per- 
son, although the Bears have until March i to 


use the tag. 

Jeffery is the NFLs best receiver coming out 
of contract. He would trigger a bidding war if 
he hit the open market, but the Bears could 
prevent that if they use the tag, which could 
serve as a starting point for determining the 
average annual value of a long-term deal. 

2 . Extinct orange and blue 
dinosaur? 

Pace kept Martellus Bennett’s future with the 
Bears open-ended when discussing it Jan. 4, 
and it wouldn’t be surprising if he did so again 
Wednesday Last month, he stopped short of 
projecting the mercurial tight end would play 
out the final year of his contract for the Bears. 

Since Pace last spoke publicly the Bears 
completed their personnel evaluations, an 
analysis Pace said would include Bennett’s fit 
with the culture the new regime has estab- 
lished. But because Bennett is under contract 
(for a $5.1 million base salary), the Bears don’t 
need to rush into action. 


3. Building the waii 

The word still echoes from Pace’s postseason 
news conference: “playmakers.” Bears scouts 
and coaches will be searching for play when the 
defensive prospects are put through on-field 
testing at the combine (linemen and lineback- 
ers Feb. 28; backs Feb. 29). 

With the nth and 41st overall picks, the 
Bears are in strong position to tap into this 
year’s highly regarded class of defensive line- 
men. 

4. Re-a-iine-ment? 

Since their last season ended, the Bears have 
developed a clearer sense of their offensive line 
outlook. 

The questions start at left tackle, the pre- 
mier position up front. Did Charles Leno play 
well enough to earn the organization’s trust? 

If not, would the club consider moving 
right tackle Kyle Long to the left side? They 
already challenged him last season when they 
moved him from right guard to tackle. Would 


disrupting the continuity again be worth the 
possible reward of having such a gifted athlete 
protecting the quarterback’s blind side? And 
how will the Bears try to stabilize right guard? 

5. Logged in 

Offensive coordinator Adam Case’s departure 
to become Dolphins head coach triggered a 
string of vacancies on the offensive staff that 
Fox filled since he last spoke publicly Although 
he endorsed Dowell Loggains in December 
before Loggains was promoted from quarter- 
backs coach to coordinator. Fox could expound 
Wednesday on the promotion process, as well 
as the mix of newness and continuity Loggains 
provides. At least quarterback Jay Cutler has 
had a productive relationship with Loggains. 

The Bears also hired quarterbacks coach 
Dave Ragone and receivers coach Curtis 
Johnson. Fox is expected to offer insight into 
the coaching staff’s evolution, especially after 
many considered last season’s group the team’s 
preeminent strength.
